1. The Bank of the Iyukyus, which opened on 1 May 1946 with 
cepitel stock of ¥ 10,000,000, has a main office and eight branches 
on Okinawa, two branches in the Northern Ryukyus and two branches 
in the Southern hyukyuse Military Government subscribed for 51 
percent end 729 Ryukyuans subscribed for 49 percent of the stock.

8. During December final arrangements were made to place 
the manufacture of sake in Okinawa Gunto in the hands of private 
industry. Licenses were issued to approximately 100 menufacturers in 
Okinawa Gunto in January. It is believed that this previously un- 
tepped gource will provide the Okinawan government with an eetimated 
revenue of ¥ 30,000,000 during fiscal yeer 1950.

No epidemic diseases in cattle, horses or poultry appeared in 
Twelve cases of erysipeles in swine resulted in 
Seven cases of lumber paralysis in goats resulted in 2 deaths. 
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In the Northern Ryukyus one case of tuberculosis in cattle 
resulted in death, 9 cases of swine erysipelas resulted in 7 deaths and 
8 cases of lumbar paralysis in zoats resulted in 7 deaths. The Sou- 
thern Ryukyus reported no epidemic diseases in animals. - 


In the Southern Ryukyus in Decenber, 10 slaughtered hogs were 
condemned.

educational cnd informational activities there.
